Edwin Parsons, 45 Brompton Hoad, London, and 
other dealers in rare, hooks will generally ferret out a copy 
if it is going; hut both Messrs- Thacker, Spink & Co. in 
Calcutta, and Thacker & Co., Bombay, have most of the 
modern works, and some of the reprints of the earlier ones.
